WASHINGTON, May 26,-—Evi- 
dence accOmulates that the admin- 
istration is definitely behind a 
movement to get the sales tax, 
twice rejected by the House, back 
into the pending revenue bill. The 
movement has the active support of 
that group of Eastern Democrats, 
including Bernard M. Baruch, 
which originally played a large part 
in persuading the House Ways and 
Means Committee to recommend 
the tax, 

Figures are being circulated pur- 
porting to show that the bill as it 
now stands, owing to the decline in 
business since the estimates of 
prospective revenue were made,

The meeting of the President last 
night with 38 newspaper publish- 
ers and editors, mainly from east 
of the Mississippi River, is seen as 
one phase of the effort to “sell” the

Need for Leadership. 

The publishers and editors gath- 
ered at the President's invitation in 
the Lincoln study of the White 
House and heard him discourse for 
45 minutes on the plight of the 
country and the emergency meas- 
ures with which the administration 
has sought to cure it. 

After the President had spoken, 
the meeting was thrown open for 
general discussion, in the course of 
which, it was learned today, sev- 
eral of the participants told the 
President that what the country 
most needed at the moment was 
strong and outspoken leadership in 
the White House. The view was 
generally expressed that if the 
President would assume such lead- 
ership the publichers present 
would back him up. 

The President is said to have told 
the group that 44 votes in the Sen- 
ate were ready to go for the sales 
tax, 

Sentiment at the White House 
meeting was canvassed, and all ex- 
cept two of the newspaper group 
declared for the sales tax. One of 
the exceptions was the head of a 
chain of papers. He is said to have 
qualified his vote, however, with 
the statement that if the sales tax 
could be proved essential to the 
balancing of the budget, his papers 
would reverse their present posi- 
tion and come out for it. 

Vote Roundup Follows. 

The action of the editors ani 
publishers stimulated the leaders 
in the fight for the sales tax— 
Senator Reed (Rep.), of Pennsyl- 
vania and Senator Walsh (Dem.), 
of Massachusetts—io vigorous ef- 
forts to round up votes. A day or 
so ago they were claiming 41 or 
42. A majority of the whole Senate 
is 49. 

It was because of the fear of 
growing strength for the tax that 
opponents in the Senate-last nigh* 
tried to force the e to a vote. 
The ballots to put e tax across 
were then lacking. Knowing this. 
its advocates blocked the vote.

Calls Himself ‘Mystery

CLEVELAND, O., May 26.—A 
man wielding two knives attacked a 
crowd of school children tocay, 
stabbed one girl to death and 
gravely injured two more. He was 
captured a few moments later by 
Patrolman Charles Mischley, on 
school traffic duty nearby, as hun- 
dreds of persons on their way to 
work gathered and threatened mob 


action. 

The man muttered that he “had 
a call to kill millions” and cailed 
on the patrolman to “kill me, kill 
me, I have not killed enough.” 

The girl killed was Elaine 
Mackin, 8. years old. The injured 
were Lena De Sand, 12, and Rose 
Marie Parker, 8. They were on 
their way to St. Cecelia’s School, 
near where the attack occurred. 

The man, who said he was Jake 
Gordon, 40 years old, suddenly 
plunged into a group of children, 
brandishing a knife, and without 
warning slashed the throat of the 
Parker girl, witnesses said. Then 
he turned on the other two gir's 
and cut them. 

Screams of the children attracted 
Patrolman Mischley, who drew his 
revolver and caught the man in 
the middle of the street. 

Police said the man talked in- 
sanely and boasted that he was 
“Mystery Jake” with some illusion 
that he had to kill children. He 
said he had not spoken to anyone 
for a year and a half. 

Gordon was released two and a 
half yea 3 ago from Newburg State 
Hospital for the Insane, according 
to Israel Vangar, with whom he 
lived. 

At the hospital, however, it was 
reported, he was never a patient 
there. No record was found of 
him in Probate Court. 

Gordon left his room in B 
particularly good frame of mind 
this morning, Vangar said. “” He 
laughed and joked with me He 
has been a little moody lately, but 
otherwise he seemed to be perfect- 
ly normal,” Vangar-said. 

Gordon wore neither hat nor 
coat. He first went to a barber 
shop, where he joked with the pro- 
prietor and customers, and then 
on his “mission.” 

He said he had been “fighting 
that order” to kill children “for 
two years. This morning I couldn't 
resist it any longer. I killed them 
—but I didn’t kill enough.” 

Shouts of “lynch him” went up 
from the crowd after the killer was 
captured, but the patrolman man- 
aged to hold the throng back until 
two police squads arrived and hus- 
tled him away.

MISSING LAWYER 
ACCUSED OF FRAUD 
ON DEED OF TRUST 


Circuit Attorney’s Office 
Seeks Arrest of Walter A. 
Hill, Who Has Been 
Gone for Eight Days. 


WOMAN DECLARES 


Took Document to Bank 
for Inspection After She 
Read of Attorney’s Dis- 


appearance. 


The arrest of Walter A. Hill, 
attorney, who has been missing 
from his office and his home for 
eight days, was requested today by 
the Circuit Attorney’s office. The 
Circuit Attorney wishes to ques- 
tion Hill about a purported first 
deed of trust which Hill sold in 
1928 to Mrs. Lola Ochs, 3140 Mag- 
nolia avenue, for $5700. Mrs, Ochs 
and her lawyer now charge the 
deed was fraudulent. 

Hill, who resides at 5018 Ray- 
mond avenue, left his office in 
the Paul Brown Building at noon 
May 18, saying he was going to 
Fenton. He did not return, and 
inquiry at Fenton and in the ad- 


joining district along the Meramec 
River yielded no information about 
him. 

Mrs. Ochs told the police that, 
after reading of Hill's disappear- 
ance, she took the purported deed 
to the Tower Grove Bank. Ths 
bank’s inquiries showed  indica- 
tions of irregularity, and she wen‘ 
to a lawyer, Fred Perabo, who told 
the police that he found evidence 
of fraud. 

Says He Returned $300. 

The document purported to be 
a first deed of trust on the build- 
ing at 3216-18 Easton avenue, and 
to be signed by Eugene I. Nowot- 
ny, owner of the building. Mrs. 
Ochs said Hill sold her the pur- 
ported deed July 10,1928, amd ihat 
she paid him $6000, but that he 
returned $200 to her, saying it 
was the commission which she had 
saved by not making the invest- 
ment through a bank or other reg- 
ular agency. 

Every six months, Mrs. Ochs 
said, she received a check from Hill 
for $180, the amount of semiannual 
interest on a $6000 loan at 6 per 
cent. Hill told her, she said, that 
the signer of the deed, Nowotny, 
had deposited the interest money 
to his credit. The next date for an 
interest payment would be July 10. 

Attorney Perabo said his investi- 
gation showed that the so-called 
deed was never recorded, and that 
the signature of Nowotny was not 
genuine. The purported deed was 
attested. Perabo said, by a wom- 
an notary whose bond was signed 
by the Southern Surety Co., the 
latter company being now in re- 
ceivership. She said the deed was 
not signed in her presence, and 
that she was told the signer was 
out of the city. : 

Says Name Was Forged. 

Nowotny told police investigators 
he did not know Hill, and he called 
attention to the fact that he, No- 
wotny, was married some time be- 
fore the date of the purported deed, 
which designated him as a single 
man. He said he owned the Eas- 
ton avenue property, and that he 
had given a first deed of trust 
upon it, held by the Twelfth Street 
National Bank. He said bis name 
appearing as the signer of the doc- 
ument held by Mrs. Ochs was an 
outright forgery, and that he was

NEW YORK, May 26.—The New 
York Stock Exchange today sus- 
pended from membership for one 
year Daniel Manning McKeon un- 
der provisions of the constitution 
forbidding dealings designed to up- 
set equilibrium of the market. 

McKeon, a private trader, was 
admitted to membership March 1, 
1929. He had an office with Drys- 
dale & Co., but was not a member 
of that firm. 

The Stock Exchange announce- 
ment, as read from the rostrum by 
Richard Whitney, president, mere- 
ly pointed out that the suspension 
was taken under sections of the 


constitution of the exchange which 
deal with “purchases or sales of se- 
curities .. . made ‘for the 
purpose of upsetting the equilib- 
rium of the market.” 

The announcement said that al- 
though McKeon’s offers “were not 
accepted and did not cause a de- 
cline in prices,” he was found 
guilty of the charges by the Gov- 
erning Committee. 

The exchange began a checkup 
on short sellers a year ago, and 
from time to time has tightened up 
its regulations of that practice. 

A number of traders have been 
called on to explain their activities, 
but heretofore ali had been able

PARIS, May 26.—Gen. John J. 


Pershing declared today that pro- 


hibition {tn the United States is the 
basis of racketeering and that it 
never would have been adopted if 
‘the people had voted on it. He 
made these assertions in a speech 
before the American Club at a 
luncheon given in his honor and 
be evoked roars of approval. 
Vigorously attacking what he 
described as conditions of lawless- 
ness in the United States, Pershing 
blamed the listlessness and apathy 
of the American people themselves. 
He declared that the voters permit- 
ted such evils as racketeering, 
bootlegging and gangsters by fall- 
ing to vote the proper men into of- 
fice. 

“It is a crime they are commit- 
ting against themselves and their 
Government,” he said. “How can 
popular government hope to endure 
unless something is done?” 
Pershing declared that he under- 
stood the feeling with which posses 
in the old days strung up outlaws 
—@alithough he did not advocate 
such methods. 

He closed on a note of optimism, 
expressing the belief that the 
budget would be balanced and pre- 
dicting improved conditions so far 
as public order is concerned and a 
return of prosperity. Gen. Pershing 
will be received Saturday by Presi- 
dent Albert Lebrun.

“On June 16, this check for $25,- 
000 was cashed,” Seabury said. “T 
call to your attentio n the fact that 
‘on June 17, $25,000 was deposited 
in Sherwood’s account and ask you 
if you were not in error when you 
said you placed that money in your 
safe.” 

*“T have sworn on the stand,”

The $25,000, Seabury said,.was 
deposited June 17, 1927, in “the 
secret account of Hornblower & 
Weeks.” 

Two Checks Cashed. 
“It appears,” Seabury said, “that 
two checks for $25,000 each which 
came out of the Paul Block ac- 
count made payable to you, were 
cashed about the middle of June. 
It also appears that two sums of 
$25,000 each were dopsited at that 
time in this secret investment trus- 
tee account.” 
Walker insisted that the fact 
that one $25,000 check was drawn 
on June 9%, payable to him and 
cashed June 16, the day before 
$25,000 was deposited in the secret 
account, did not prove he got the 
money June 16. 
“J might have got the money 
any time after the check was 
drawn, and the broker could have 
turned the check in on June 16,” 
he said. % 

Seabury next read a statement 
dated Aug. 9, 1927, and indicating 
that Sherwood closed the secret 
account and that it had in it at 
that time $263,838.36. 

“Now Mr. Seabury.” Walker said, 
‘let's make a real scenario out of 
this. I suppose your inference ia I 
took the $263,000 to Europe qith 
me. I sailed for Europe the nexi 
day, you know. And yet you have 
also implied that, with $263,000 in 
my possession when I went to Eu- 
rope I was so short of cash I had 
to sell my soud for $10,000 to the 
Equitable Coach Co.” 

Walker Leaves Stand. 


Walker left the stand at 3:55 
p. m. Eastern standard time, after 
appealing to the committee to find 
some way to improve “the archaic, 
worn out, overlapping, out of date 
charter under which the city of 
New York lives.” 

“When you get ready to do this,” 
he said, “all the key men in the 
city are ready to help you. I’m 
hoping and assuring you that every 
resource I have will be at your 
disposal.” 

He was wildly cheered by the 
crowd as he left the stand. 


After Walker had left the stand, 
T. E. Murphy, office manager of 
Hornblower and Weeks identified 
documents relating to the “secret 
account,” which Seabury charges 
belonged to Sherwood. The hear- 
ing adjourned until 9:30, Eastern 
standard time, tomorrow morning. 

Seabury produced a check drawn 
June 9, 1927, out of the Block ac- 
count, and asked the Mayor if it 
was not cashed June 16. He showed 
another for $25,000 which he said 
was drawn on June 16 and cashed 
on June 22. Both checks were 
identified by Walker as having been 
paid him out of the joint account 
he held with Block. 

“Have you been the beneficiary 
of any other funds or accounts 
since you’ve been Mayor?” Sea- 
bury asked early in the questioning 
today pursuing his questioning 
about the Block account. 


“Countiess Kindnesses.” 


“T’ve had countless kindnesses,” 
Walker replied. As Seabury press- 
ed him for a more direct answer, 
he added: “Not that I remember.” 

Seabury next asked Walker if he 
ever was asked on the telephone by 
Park @ommissioner Walter R. Her- 
rick “if he still] had his Interstate 
Trust stock” and if he replied to 
Herrick, “No. I put it up for col- 
lateral, and it’s all gone.”

INFRA-RED STARLIGHT 


Photo-Electric Tube Used Is 
Chilled to 100 Below Zero 
Fahrenheit. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 26.— 


Cooled to 100 degrees below zero, a 
photo-electric tube is picking up 
the “dark light” of stars at Yale 
University. The “light” it sees is 
infra-red radiation, on the border- 
land between heat and light. The 
rays are invisble to the human eye. 

The cold cells opens a new meth- 
od of studying radiation from stars. 
Its successful operation is reported 
to the National Academy of 
Sciences by John S, Hall of Yale 
Observatory. 

Astronomers have known that 
there is so much infra-red light 
from stars that if man’s eyes were 
sufficiently sensitive the night sky 
would appear red. 

A wall only 10 feet away, heated 
to room temperature, might give as 
much infra-red as the distant 
sirius. This local infra-red is call- 
ed the “dark current.” By cool- 
ing the photo-electric tube to 100 
degrees or more below zero Fah- 
renheit, the local interference is re- 
duced so that the dark rays from 
stars register uniformly. 

The tube is shielded to point 
only at the stars whose dark light 
is desired. It is mounted in a 
vacuum bottle cooled either 
solid carbon dioxide or liquid air. 


MAN DROWNED WHEN BOAT 
CAPSIZES IN ILLINOIS RIVER 


Peter Behrens Jr., Hardin, Return- 
ing From Fishing Trip; Two 
Others Reach Shore. 

HARDIN, Ill, May 26.—Peter 
Behrens Jr., 40 years old, former 
owner of tho electric power plant 
here, was drowned in the Illinois 
River today when a motorboat in 
which he and two companions 
were returning from a fishing trip, 
capsized in rough water. 

Behrens was not seém after he 
was thrown into the water. Wil- 


houn County, swam to shore, tow- 
ing Adolph Rastella, owner of the 
boat, who was unable to swim but 
who wore a .ife belt. All three re- 
sided in Hardin. 

Behrens is survived by his par- 
ents, his widow and four children.

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DEAF MUTE TESTIFIES 
AT TRIAL FOR MURDEK 


Tells of Questioning ‘Charles 
Hagen, Who Is Similarly Af- 
flicted, After Shooting. 


Using the finger alphabet, a deaf 
mute testified in Circuit Judge 
Pearcy’s court yesterday at the trial 
of another deaf mute, accused of 
second-vegree murder in the shoot- 
ing of Victor Vines, 40 years old, 
at his home, 1825A O'Fallon street, 


last Feb. 16. 

The witness was Vincent Spicuz- 
za Jr., 5742 Amelia avenue, who 
was called in by police to question 
Charlies Hagen, 1823 O'Fallon 
street, after Vines had been shot. 
Spicuzza's testimony yesterday was 
interpreted by Fred Kanter, 3308 
Chippewa street, who often serves 
as interpreter for deaf mutes. 

Spicuzza related that Hagen told 
him: “I was angry with Vines. I 
suspected he had been stealing my 
tools. I told my wife not to go to 
his house, but her dog was sick and 
she took it there for treatment. I 
stayed home and drank four or five 
bottles of home brew. Then I went 
to Vines’ house and went in with- 
out knocking, I had my revolver. 
Vines rushed at me and tried to 
knock me down. The pistol fell. 
We struggled for it and in the 
fight, Vines was shot.” 

Vines’ widow, Mrs. Nora Vines, 
and his son-in-law, Ralph Cruse, 
both testified they saw Hagen draw 
the pistol, drop it, pick it up and 
fire. Vines’ daughter, Loretta, 16 
years old, wept so much on the 
witness stand that her cross-exam- 
ination had to be deferred. 


THREE KILLED AND 20 HURT 
IN TORNADO IN NEBRASKA

Storm Sweeps Over Half-Mile-Wide 


Path in Southwestern Part 
of State. 
By the Associated Press, 

TRENTON, Neb., May 26.—Three 
persons were killed and 20 hurt in 
a tornado which swept across 
Southwestern Nebraska yesterday. 

The dead are Mr. and Mrs. John 
Newport, both about 35 years old, 
who lived near Cornell, a village 
15 miles southeast of here, and 
Mrs. Ward Carey, who lived near 
Hershey, 60 miles north of here. 

The injured are the five Newport 
children whose ages range from 
6 to 15 years, a Mr. Feasel and his 
two daughters residing near Hend- 
ley, about 560 miles east of here, 
and several members of the Mrs. 
Aimie Nealeigh family, living near 
Cornell. 

“The tornado and _ terrific pain 
storm struck this section late yes- 
terday, and crippled communica- 
tion lines so badly that the full ex- 
tent of the damage was not learned 
immediately. 

The tornado’s swath was about 
half a mile wide and badly dam- 
aged several homes in Cornell. It 
swept away the buildings of the 
Newport farm, wrecking buildings 
on adjoining places and uprooting 
trees.

Chicago Exchange Denies 
Its Privileges to Updike 
Compeny, Subsidiary of 
Co-Operative. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 26.—Trading 
privileges of the Updike Grain Co., 
subsidiary of the Farmers National 
Grain Corporation, were withdrawn 
yesterday for an indefinite period 
by directors of the Chicago Board 
of Trade, two of its officers were 
suspended from the Grain Ex- 
change. 

The action followed a hearing on 
charges of violation of Board of 
Trade _ rules. Fred J. Thatcher, 
president of the Updike Co., was 
ordered suspended for five years 
and J. F. Florentine Jr., secretary- 
treasurer, for two years. No recom- 
mendation was made as to the 
length of time the company should 
be denied trading privileges. 

The directors of the exchange in 
announcing their decision said: 

“The two officers were guilty of 
violating certain rules by making 
false affidavits to the effect that 
they were owners of stock in the 
Updike Grain Co. when, in reality, 
this stock had been transferred and 
sold to the Farmers’ National Grain 
Corporation.” 

Long Dispute With Board. 

The suspension follows months 
of antagonism between the Farm- 
ers’ National Grain Corporation, 
which is sponsored by the Federal 
Farm Board, and the Board of 
Trade, during which the corpora- 
tion demanded of Secretary of 
Agriculture Hyde that he revoke 
the designation of the board as a 
contract market. 

The Farmers’ National concern 
purchased the Updike Co. more 
than a year ago in order to get 
trading privileges on the exchange, 
wich were denied to it under a 
board rule that co-operatives are

The Farmers’ National lodged 
complaint against the board under

"JAPAN’S MANCHURIAN POLICY 


Retention of Gen. Sadao Araki as Minister 
of War Indicates Strong Nation- 
- alist Program. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, May 26.—Continuation 


of Japan's military policy in Man- 
churia was strongly indicated by 
the inclusion of Gen. Sadao Araki 
as Minister of War in the new Cab- 
inet of Admiral Viscount Saito. 


Araki, a leader of the ultra-na- 
tionalists, was War Minister in the 
preceding Seiyukai Cabinet of Pre- 
mier Takeshi Inukai. When Inukai 
was assassinated by young ultra- 
nationalists, Araki resigned. The 
entire Cabinet also resigned, 
but the Emperor requested the 
members to continue in office until 
a new Government could be organ- 
ized. 

Araki accepted office shortly be- 
fore noon, completing Saito’s Cabi- 
net, and the new Cabinet was for- 
mally installed with customary 
ceremony at the imperial palace 
this afternoon in the presence of 
Emperor Hirohito. 7 

Araki’s acceptance completed 
Saito’s list and enabled the Pre- 
mier-designate to announce to the 
Emperor the new national coali- 
tion Government. 

The present military policies of 
Japan in Manchuria, which have 
been criticised throughout. the 
world and are at present the sub- 
ject of a special inquiry by the 
League of Nations, include the re- 
lentless prosecution of the “pacifi- 
cation” campaign of the Japanese 
army, support for the new Govern- 
ment of Henry Pu-Yi at Chang- 
chun, measures for binding Japan 
and Mancuhria together into a sin- 
gle economic unit and the contin- 
uation of the dominating part 
taken in the Pu-Yi Government by 
the Japanese army. 

Saito to Act as Foreign Minister. 

The post of Foreign Minister was 
left vacant in the new Cabinet list, 
but Saito said he would assume it 
himself until he is able to induce 
one of the senior diplomats to ac- 
cept it. 

The new ministry contains four 
members of the Seiyukai (constitu- 
tionalist) party, three of the Min- 
seito, one member of the House 
of Peers and three men designated 
as “specialists.”’ 

The Seiyukai members’ are 
Finance Minister Korekiyo Taka- 
hashi, Minister of Education Ichiro 
Hatoyama, Minister of Railways 
Chuzo Mitsichi and Minister of 
Communications Hiroshi Minami. 
The three Minseito party mem- 
bers are: Minister of Home Affairs 
Baron Tatsuo Yamamoto, Minister 
of Overseas Affairs Ryutaro Nagai 
and Minister. of Agriculture and 
Forestry Funio Goto. 

The member of the emis of 
Peers is Baron Kumachi Nakajima, 
Minister of Commerce and Indus- 
try. 

The “specialists” are Gen. Araki, 
Admiral Keisuke Okada, Minister 


of Navy; Matsukichi Koyama, Min- 
ister of Justice, and Premier Saito. 

The heads of the two parties, 
President Suzuki of the Seiyukai, 
and President Wakatsuki of the 
Minseito, did not accept offices in 
the new Cabinet, but each induced 
his principal lieutenant to take a 
post and pledged the new Govern- 
ment full parliamentary support. 
Takahashi is the lieutenant of Su- 
zuki and Yamamoto of Wakatsuki. 

Although a national government 
was formed in conformity with a 
popular demand for a strong super- 


party administration in the face of’ 


the growing reactionary and ultra- 
patriotic tendencies recently shown, 
party leaders said the fact. that 
Saito enlisted their support for par- 
liamentary principles was a _ set- 
back for the reactionary elements 
loosely called “Fascists,” which 
have been clamoring for the aban- 
donment of parliamentary forms. 

Both Gen. Araki and Admiral 
Okada promised Saito they would 
enforce stern discipline in the army 
and navy. They also issued a 
statement pledging full punishment 
to the 17 army and navy cadets 
who were accused of the terrorism 
May 15 which resulted in the as- 
sassination of Premier Inukai. 

Gen. Nobuyoshi Muto, Director 
of Military Education, resigned his 
post today, accepting responsibility 
for the actions of the army cadets 
on May 15. He was replaced by 
Gen. Senjuro Hayashi, former com- 
mander of the Korean garrison. 
Gen. Muto was appointed member 
of the Supreme War Council and 
Lieutenant-General Yoshimoto Ka- 
washima was appointed commander 
of the Korean garrison replacing 
Gen. Hayashi. , 

Saito Hopes Uchida Will Join. 

In spite of his previous refusal 
to accept, it was learned that Saito 
still hopes to persuade Viscount 
Ysayua Uchida to accept the post 
of Foreign Minister. Viscount 
Uchida, although a signer of the 
Briand-Kellogg pact, is one of the 
firmest advocates of a strong im- 
perial policy on the Asiatic conti- 
nent. He is at present at Dairen, 
Manchuria, continuing to act as 
president of the South Manchuria 
Railway in spite of his resignation 
April 7. 

He consented to remain at his 
post during the stay of the League 
of Nations Inquiry Commission in 
Manchuria, but he plans to come 
to Tokio early next month. 

Confronted with world § disap- 
proval of Japan’s policies in Man- 
churia and China, Finance Minister 
Takahashi is expected to continue 
the previous economic policies, ad- 
ding redoubled efforts to mitizate 
farm distress, the source of most of 
the political and social unrest, and 
to promote further tariff increases 
partly for protective purposes and 
partly as a general inflation of the 
national finances. 


COMMUNIST FIGHTS 
IN 3 GERMAN CITIES 


Disorders Follow Prussian Diet 
Outbreak; Hamburg Police 
Attack Hunger Marchers. 


By the Associated Press. 

‘BERLIN, May 26.—The disor- 
ders in the Prussian Diet yester- 
day were followed today by news 
of outbreaks in three German cit- 
ies. 

In Hamburg, where thousands 
of hunger marchers fought the po- 
lice last night, disorders were re- 
sumed today when Communists and 
jobless men assembled in the cen- 
ter of the city and began plunder- 
ing a grocery. Police using their 
pistols wounded 15 of the men and 
one policeman was injured. An 
automobile was set afire by a police 
bullet. Several of the ringleaders 
were arrested and hours after the 
outburst the authorities were busy 
putting down smaller demonstra- 
tions in various parts of the city. 

One policeman was injured and 
22 men were arrested in an unem- 
ployment demonstration at Dort- 
mund which had been forbidden by 
the municipality. 

In the northern part of Berlin 
today there were numerous fights 
between Communists and followers 
of Adolf Hitler. Several persons 
were injured and many were ar- 
rested. re 

The Prussian Diet was the scéne 
yesterday of a hand-to-hand fight 
between National Socialists (Hitler- 
ites) and Communists unprece- 
dented in Germany’s pariamentary 
history. ‘ 

“The hall was wrecked and about 
half a dozen members were injured 
when the Hitlerites swept the Com- 
munists from the chamber. The 
fight arose from a speech by a 
Communist Deputy who asserted 
that there were murderers on the 
Hitlerite benches. 


Shanghai Postal Strike Ends. 

SHANGHAI, May 26. — The 
Shanghai Postal Workers’ strike, 
which yesterday threatened to tie 
up all mail throughout China, end- 
ed today, at least temporarily.

MADRAS, India, May 26.—A 
young Hindu bride who preferred 
death to marriage, threw herself 
or a blazing pyre on her wedding 
night, it was learned yesterday.

Considerable opposition among 
the Hindus has arisen recently 
over the strict religious laws gov- 
erning the lives of married women.

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CANDIDATES FOR 
GOVERNOR SPEAK 
TO BUSINESS MEN 


Dearmont Defends State 
Income Tax. Before 
Chamber of Commerce 
Which Opposed It. 


By CURTIS A. BETTS. 

The four candidates for the two 
nominations for Governor—State 
Senator Russell L. Dearmont and 
Francis: M. Wilson, Democrats, and 
Lieutenant-Governor E. H. Win- 
ter and Secretary of State Charles 
U. Becker, Republicans, appeared 
before the St. Louis Chamber of 


Commerce at a luncheon yesterday 
to attempt to satisfy the business 
men of St. Louis as to their stand 
on the dual subject of tax reduc- 
tion and economy in government. 

All were for it unqualifiedly. 

The two Democratic candidates 
also touched on the subject of pro- 
hibition, probably second in impor- 
tance with most of their hearers, 
while the two Republican candi- 
dates did not refer to it. ~ 

All of the speakers went exten- 
sively into the subject of the exces- 
sive cost of the State government, 
its rapid increase in recent years 
and methods they advocated for 
its reduction. 

There was no wide divergence 
in the views of the candidates as 
to the reason for the continuous 
mounting of governmental costs, 
all attributing it to the expansion 
of State service into many new 
fields, to which little thought was 
given in periods of business pros- 
perity, but which became a burden 
in a period of business depression. 
Dearmont’s Tax Talk of Interest. 

Because of his leadership for the 
passage of the new income-tax' law 
in the Senate in 1931, Dearmont’s 
discussion of that law probably 
was of greater interest to the mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce 
than were the general views of the 
candidates on economy. 

Dearmont defended the law, the 
passage of which was opposed by 
representatives of the chamber and 
of the business interests of the 
larger cities generally. 

“T think the income-tax law was 
reasonable and fair,” he said. “It 
is regrettable that many looked 
upon the question as one which ar- 
rayed rural Missouri against the 
cities. In my opinion this was not 
true. It was an attempt to equal- 
ize the tax burden, which is a_pro- 
gram every good _ citizen should 
agree upon. We found at least 
half the total wealth of this State 
intangible property and paying 
only 4 per cent of the taxes to sup- 
port government. We found not 
more than one-half of the total 
wealth, tangible property, of which 
real estate, city and rural, is the 
principal item, bearing 96 per cent 
of the tax burden. 

“Such a condition cannot be fair- 
ly defended. Not one of you, if 
you received a bill for $60 from 
your butcher, would send him $5 
and tell him to send the rest of the 
bill to somebody else less able to 
pay. That is exactly what happens 
when the tax burden is not equal- 
ized.” 

Dearmont said that business 
judgment dictated that there 
should be a reorganization of the 
State government; that there 
should be a constitutional amend- 
ment providing the short ballot; 
that there must be an executive 
budget; that there must be cre- 
ated a central purchasing agency 
for the State, and that there must 
be an amendment to the Constitu-

MEXICAN STATE SEIZES UTILITY 
IN FIRST USE OF NEW LAW 


Hidalgo Takes Over Cement Fac- 
tory on Contention That Firm 
Had Monopoly. 

MEXICO CITY, Mex., May 26.— 
News of the first seizure of pri- 
vate property under the new pub- 
lic utility law in Hidalgo State 
reached here today with announce- 
ment of Gov. Vargas Lugo that the 
State had taken over the Cruz Azul 
cement factory. 

The law, which went into effect 
May 1, allows the Governor to con- 
demn private property if he thinks 
it is needed for State purposes. The 
owners received 3 per cent of the 
adjudged value in cash’ and the 
rest is to be paid over a 20-year 
period. 

The Cruz Azul plant has been 
the subject of a long controversy. 
It was shut down with the open- 
ing of other plants outside the 
State by the same owners. The 
Governor contended the monopoly 
was not justified, that many work- 
men had been thrown out of work, 
and that it was to the best “inter- 
ests of the State to resume opera- 
tions at the plant. 

Attorneys for the owners are 
fighting the case on the ground the 
law is unconstitutional, discrimi- 
natory and an attack on private 
ownership.

When the Emperor learned that 
Gen. Shirakawa was nearing the 
end, he conferred on him the title 
of Baron and further honored him 
with a gift of wine, symbolic of 
love and respect. The gift was 
conveyed to-the General Monday. 
Despite his weakness he insisted on 
the ceremony of sharing the hon- 
ors with his staff. 

That same day it was reported 
that Gen. Shirakawa had died, but 
he rallied, and yesterday it was 
hoped that he might live. 


Shirakawa and six other 
high Japanese in Shanghai were 
wounded during ceremonies in 


Hongkew Park celebrating the 
birthday of the Emperor. Y. Ka- 
wabata, president of the Shanghai 
Japanese Residents’ Association, 
died from his injuries. A Korean 
revolutionary is in custody as the 
bomb thrower. 
Gen. Shirakawa was 62 years 
old. He rose from minor rank 
during the Russo-Japanese War to 
Supreme War Councillor of Japan. 
From 1922 to 1924 he was Vice- 
Minister of War and subsequently 
was promoted to a Generalship, 
commanding the Kwantung army 
from 1925 to 1927, when he was 
made War Minister in the Tanake

One would suppose that enlight- 
ened self-interest would see that this way lies eco- 
nomic suicide. Nothing of the sort has happened. 

Here we see the same folly repeated, just as if we 
were incapable of wisdom in the simplest rule of 
economics. A wiser and better governed people than 
we have proved ourselves to be would have taken ex: 
actly the opposite course. Finding ourselves a cred- 
itor nation after the great war, we should have done 
everything possible to let trade flow freely across al! 
national borders. It would have put our money to 
work. It would have kept our people employed. It 
would have lent healing and help to that reconstruc- 
tion so needed by the world after the great dislo- 
cations and wastes from 1914 to 1918. What could be 
truer or more impressive than this final paragraph 
from a warning before which we-are told the Senate 
sat glum and silent? 

I predict that history will repeat itself. There 
has never been a monarch upon his throne su- 
preme, happy in the power that he wielded, but 
some day went so far that he drove his victorious 
car over the precipice into ruin and destruction. 
And there is where we are going, that is where 
our country is going, if it permits itself tp be 
run and managed by combinations, unholy and 
wicked combinations, in the highest ‘of all legis- 
lative halls.

' JOHN BACH McMASTER. 

So long and so complete was the retirement of John 
Bach McMaster that his death at 80 must have come 
as*a surprise to many who supposed him already 
dead. Dr. McMaster was more than a distinguished 
American historian. It was his contribution to his- 
toriography to be an outstanding leader of the move- 
ment to tell the story of the nation in terms of how 
the people lived and worked, rather than through a 
chronological record of battles and political events. 
To him changes in the social] order—influence of in- 
ventions, development in transportation, new-outlooks 
in the sciences and arts—were more important as 
markers along the highway of our national evolution 
than presidential elections and treaty conferences. 
This is the accepted view of historians today, but it 
set a new fashion in the early ’80s, when Dr. Mc- 
Master left off being a civil engineer and published 
the first volume of his eight-volume history of the 
American people. Frederick Jackson Turner’s recent 
death removed the man who first called attention to 
the importance of the frontier in American history. 
Dr. McMaster’s passing takes the pioneer emphasizer 
of social aspects. In their places they have the trib- 
ute of a host of followers.

a reorganization of governmental

He said there was no possibility 
of legislation along this line un- 
less there was in the office of Gov- 
ernor a man who would aggressive- 
ly fight for the needed changes, 
and that he would promise such 
aggressiveness. 

Wilson said there was a public 
demand for reducing the cost of 
administering the State's affairs 


sites feeding off the body politic.” 
He said there were many useless 
bureaus in Jefferson City and that 
they should be abolished, and that 
there should be many consolida- 
tions of useful bureaus to the end 
that the cost of administering their 
duttes might be reduced. He 
dealt largely in generalities. 

Apparently referring to the in- 
come tax law, he said that “no 
attempt should be made whereby 
the heavy hand of taxation drives 
legitimate business from the State. 
It should pay its just burden of 
taxation and no more.” But he 
followed it immediately with “agri- 
culture pays far more than its 
rightful due in taxation and this 
condition should be relieved as 
speedily as possible.” 

Wilson spoke strongly on the 
subject of law enforcement, and 
then defended his record as a 
member of the Legislature in vot-} 
ing for submission of a prohibition 
amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion in 1909 and voting for a dry 
amendment to the county unit lo- 
cal option bill in 1913. 


Puts Prohibition to People. 


“IT believe now and have always 
believed that the people have the 
right to determine whether they 
want regulation or prohibition,” he 
said, “and that those questions 
should be submitted to them so 
that they migh thave an oppor- 
tunity to express themselves. 

“In 1909 and 1913 I was voicing 
the sentiments of the people of my 
senatorial district and giving them 
an opportunity to directly express 
themselves. I take the same posi- 
tion now as I did as a Senator.” 

Becker, who was the leader of 
the opposition to the effort at con- 
solidation of State departments, 
the creation of a central purchas- 
ing bureau and other proposed 
methods of economy before two 
Legislatures, in his speech yester- 
day advocated abolishing bureaus 
at the Capitol. 

The solution he offered, however, 
was to place the duties of the 
boards under the control of the 
various elective State officials, his 
views conforming in the main to 
his opposition to the reform bills 
in the Legislature when he sought 
to have many State activities placed 
under his direction. 

Becker said that in response to 
the appeal of business for relief 
from burdensome taxes, he had 
voted as a member of the Board 
of Equalization for a 10 per cent 
reduction in the taxes of the rail- 
roads and public utilities, and in 
response to appeals from agricul- 
tural interests he had voted for a 
Similar reduction in taxes on real 
estate. 

Becker Against Prison Competition. 

He pledged that, if elected Gov- 
ernor, he would use the pardoning 
power sparingly and would not 
“nullify the good work of our 
courts and law enforcement offi- 
cers by releasing before the term 
of incarceration expires, convicts 
who have been legally sent to pris- 
on.” 

He advocated reduction in the 
salaries of State department heads

CUBA OPPOSES EXILE IN U. S. 
OF REBEL LEADER: MENOCAL 


Ex-President of Island Took Refuge 
in Brazilian Embassy to Prevent 
Arrest. 

By the Associated Press. 
HAVANA, May 26. — Gen Mario 


G. Menocal, who foiled attempts to 
imprison him in connection with an 
alleged new revolt plot by taking 
refuge in the Prazilian Embassy, 
will not be permitted voluntary ex- 
ile in the United States if the Cu- 
ban Government can prevent it. 
Temporarily safe from arrest, al- 
though a heavy guard surrounds 
the Embassy to prevent his escape, 
the former President of Cuba is 
said to be seeking a way to join the 
colony of exiled Cuban rebels in 
New York.

MAY 26, 1932 
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Menocal might try to slip out of 
Cuba under a Brazilian passport, 
Secretary of State Octavio Aver- 
hoff declared the Cuban Govern- 
ment had no intentions of permit- 
ting him to thwart imprisonment in 
this or any other manner. 

The General recently was released 
from prison, after having been cap- 
tured at the head of an expedition- 
ary force in Pinar Del Rio Prov- 
ince, but was alleged to be one of 
the chief conspirators in a cam- 
paign of terrorism intended to open 
the way for a fresh revolution. 

Menocal is a Cornell University 
graduate, and served two terms as 
President of Cuba, 1913-1921. He 
is said to be very wealthy, the chief 
source of his wealth being sugar.
